CONSTITUTION. 
Art. 1st. This Society shall be called the- 



County Colonization Society, and shall be auxiliary to the 
State Colonization Society. 

Art. 2d. The exclusive object of this Society shall be 
the colonization in Liberia (with their own consent) of 
the free people of color of the United States. 

Art. 3d. The annual contribution of any sum shall 
constitute a member of this Society, and the payment, at 
one time, of five dollars shall constitute a member for life. 

Art. 4th. The officers of this Society shall be a Presi- 
dent, Vice President, Secretary, Treasurer, and twelve 
managers, who shall constitute a Board of Directors, any 
five of whom shall make a quorum to transact business. 

Art. 5th. The Society shall meet annually, on the 
Fourth of July, or at such other time as the Board of 
Directors may appoint, to receive the Treasurer's report, 
the report of the Board of Directors, and for the election 
of officers to serve the ensuing year, &c.
